The hou ses mu st be prov ided with 
clean n ests. 
Pu ild the hou ses when ­ 
ev er possible, facin g the sou th, leav ­ 
in g the fron t open ex cept the cov er­ 
in g of small mesh wire to keep ou t 
predatory an imals. 
If y ou in ten d to u se in cu bators an d 
brooders prov ide a comfortable brood­ 
er hou se which can be closed u p to 
shu t ou t the cold, damp drafts of ear­ 
ly sprin g. 
Set y ou r in cu bator in a 
warm place—in the attic, the cellar, 
or in some room well protected. 
Nex t, we wan t to impress y ou with 
the fact that y ou can n ot raise good 
chicken s from poor eggs. 
If y ou are 
satisfied with the mix ed breeds, good, 
bad an d in differen t, there is little ad­ 
v ice to giv e y ou as to their man age­ 
men t.

An y kin d of hou se will an swer the 
pu rpose, so lon g as it prov ides ade­ 
qu ate room, su n shin e an d an abu n ­ 
dan ce of fresh air so admitted that 
n o draft strikes the in mates. 
Giv en a cool, dry hou se, y ou r fowls 
are reason ably safe; a warm, damp 
hou se an d y ou hav e a rou p produ cer. 


matu red will n atu rally produ ce more 
birds an d stron ger birds than eggs 
from pu llets who are still in a state 
of growth. 
Sometimes it is tru e that pu llet 
eggs hatch ou t well, bu t they do n ot 
produ ce birds 
with the v igor an d 
stamin a that come from matu re eggs. 
An d y ou will fin d that the chicks from 
pu llet eggs will be more su bject to 
disease an d more will die. 
If y ou hav e a good breed an d raise 
y ou r own eggs, separate the best hen s 
of y ou r flock an d select the best eggs 
from these. Nev er set an egg from a 
hen that is pu n y , or that has had a 
tou ch of disease at an y time, or that 
is an y way deformed, n o matter how 
slightly . 
If y ou u se an in cu bator, y ou mu st 
watch it day an d n ight, an d after y ou 
hav e learn ed all that the man u factu rer 
tells y ou in the direction s on the ma­ 
chin e, y ou mu st u se y ou r own com­ 
mon sen se an d comply with the v ary ­ 
in g con dition s of climate. 
When the y ou n gsters come ou t of 
their shell they , too, mu st be watched 
ev ery day .an d be cared for in ev ery 
detail all the time. 
You n g chicken s 
can n ot be raised by an y person who 
Is frequ en tly away from home for lon g 
in terv als. 
On e mu st be on the job 
all the time. 
The most importan t thin g in start­ 
in g y ou n g chicks is to refrain from 
feedin g them a sin gle atom for at 
least 36 hou rs. Natu re has filled their 
little stomachs before they left the 
shell an d if they are stu ffed as soon 
as they appear, man y will die. 
Giv e them plen ty of water an d af­ 
ter thirty -six hou rs feed* them lightly 
on fin e rolled oats or coarse corn meal. 
Then , ju st as soon 
as 
they 
show 
stren gth an d v igor, let them ru n on 
the ten der, short grass for a little 
while ev ery day . 
Watch for lice from the start, and 
if any are fo und o n the heads o r under 
the wing 9 , to uch the spo ts lig htly with 
lard o r v aseline. 
Hav in g started right by followin g 
the abov e direction s, y ou r su ccess de­ 
pen ds u pon the fidelity with which y ou 
man age the flock u n til they become 
fledged or are ready to be sen t to the 
market. 


Repeated ex perimen ts hav e prov ed 
that fowls are more n early in their 
n atu ral en v iron men t when hou sed in 
dry , cold, fresh-air hou ses, than when 
in artificially heated on es.

In the matter of hatchin g 
an d broodin g, it has been fou n d that 
the eggs hatch mu ch better, an d the 
chicks are stron ger, from stock hou sed 
in the open -air hou ses.

when the chicks do n ot ‘‘escape the 
shell,” the trou ble is laid to the in ­ 
cu bator, when , as a matter of fact, it 
was cau sed by the breeders becomin g 
short in v im an d v igor from wron g 
win ter care.

White Le ghorn a nd Ba rre d Ply mouth Roc k Coc k e re ls . 


(F rom W e e kly L etter, U n ited S tates D e­ 
pa r tm e n t of A g ricu ltu re .) 
Thou gh the feedin g of pou ltry is a 
mu ch debated su bject in pou ltry hu s­ 
ban dry , there is n o on e best feed or 
combin ation of feeds. 
Resu lts depen d 
almost as mu ch u pon the ability of the ; 
feeder an d the methods ot feedin g as 
on the kin ds of grain s. 
The simplest feed 
mix tu res an d 
home-grown grain s shou ld u su ally be 
selected, 
the 
ration s 
v ary in g with 
chan ges in the market price of tho 
grain s. 
It Is adv isable for most pou l­ 
try raisers to mix their own feeds, 
as in this way they can con trol the 
proportion of the v ariou s in gredien ts 
an d obtain the precise mix tu re that | 
they desire. 
If, howev er, on e desires 
to pu rchase prepared feeds, in forma , 
tion con cern in g the differen t corn mer 
cial articles may u su ally bo secu red 
from the state ex perimen t 
station . 
Most ex perimen t station s will an aly ze 
pou ltry feeds an d report on the differ­ 
en t commercial preparation s sold by I 
dealers in their states. 
Pou ltry feeds may be div ided for i 
con v en ien ce in to fiv e gen eral classes: i 
First, grain s, both whole an d cracked; ! 
secon d, grou n d grain s, fed in the form 
of a mash; third, meat feeds; fou rth, 
min eral feeds; an d fifth, green feeds. 
Corn , cracked corn , wheat an d wheat 
screen in gs, oats, barley , ry e, an d bu ck­ 
wheat are the prin cipal grain s, while 
of the grou n d feeds we hav e corn - 
j 
meal an d corn chop, corn an d cob 
meal, wheat bran , middlin gs, shorts 
an d low-grade flou r, oatmeal, oat flou r 
an d grou n d or cru shed oats, an d mix ed 
feeds. 
In tho meat feeds, or feeds 
su pply in g an imal protein , 
are 
beef 
scrap, meat meal, grou n d green bon e, 
an d v ariou s forms of milk; while bon e 
meal, dry bon e, oy ster shells, an d grit 
make u p the min eral feeds an d, with 
charcoal an d green feeds, complete 
the common feedin g materials. 
Man y grou n d feeds, which are by ­ 
produ cts of the common grain s, are 
u sed to good adv an tage In feedin g, in 
combin ation 
with 
grain 
an d 
beef 
scrap. 
Grou n d grain s an d meat feeds 
are more 
forcin g than the whole 
grain s common ly u sed, while the com­ 
bin ation of the whole grain s with the 
grou n d feeds makes a more econ omi­ 
cal feed an d a better balan ced ration 
than the whole grain s alon e. 
The 
feed elemen ts are u su ally cheaper in 
the grou n d than in the whole grain s, 
as the former are by -produ cts of man y 
of the grain s u sed for hu man con ­ 
su mption . 
Grou n d grain s an d beef 
scrap, in combin ation , either wet or 
dry , make what is called a “mash.” 
These by -produ cts are higher in pro­ 
tein than most of the common grain s, 
so that a balan ced ration is secu red 
by combin in g whole grain s with the 
mash. 
Some of the grou n d grain s, 
su ch as bran an d middlin gs, add a 
large percen tage of bu lk to the ra­ 
tion , which is ben eficial. 
An imal protein is con sidered essen ­ 
tial to the best resu lts in feedin g. 
Most pou ltry men feed meat in some 
form, while su bu rban pou ltry keepers 
either feed 
this 
produ ct 
or table 
scraps; bu t few farmers bu y an y meat 
feed. Some form of feed con tain in g 


an imal protein mu st be su pplied ii 
an y eggs are to bo obtain ed in the 
fall an d win ter. 
Skim milk or bu tter­ 
milk Is av ailable on man y farms, an d 
where it is n ot it wou ld probably pay 
most farmers to bu y beef scrap or 
some other meat feed. 
Fowls on free 
ran ge on tho farms pick u p bu gs an d 
in sects du rin g part of the y ear, which 
fu rn ish this protein feed, so that the 
u se of addition al meat feeds is regu ­ 
lated by in div idu al con dition s. 
Fowls 
closely con fin ed n eed more an imal 
feed than those on a good ran ge; an d 
in a cold climate, where n o bu gs or 
in sects are av ailable du rin g sev eral 
win ter mon ths, more an imal feed mu st 
be su pplied than in section s where the 
win ters are mild. 
A well-balan ced ration con tain s the 
proper proportion of protein an d car­ 
bohy drates for its pu rpose with the 
min eral matter, bu lk, an d palatability 
that are n ecessary to giv e good feed­ 
in g resu lts. 
There is n o best ration , 
an d the practical application of sci­ 
en ce in pou ltry feedin g is to kn ow 
abou t what proportion of these su b­ 
stan ces giv es good feedin g resu lts an d 
then to u se rou ghly this relativ e pro­ 
portion in makin g ration s or in su b­ 
stitu tin g differen t feeds, accordin g to 
their price an d av ailability . 
In secu rin g fall an d win ter eggs the 
first essen tial is to hav e pu llets well 
matu red before cold weather, which 
mean s hatchin g birds of the gen eral- 
pu rpose breeds in March an d April. 
The av erage farmer hatches his chick­ 
en s too late to secu re eggs in the fall. 
With well-matu red 
pu llets an d 
im­ 
prov ed feedin g methods farmers cou ld 
secu re more eggs in win ter than they 
obtain u n der presen t con dition s. 
A well-balan ced simple ration may 
be made of equ al parts, by weight, of 
wheat, cracked corn , an d 
oats 
fed 
twice daily , u su ally In the morn in g 
an d at n ight. 
The grain may be ei­ 
ther scattered on the ran ge in su m­ 
mer an d in the fitter in the pou ltry 
hou se in win ter, or fed in tho hou se 
throu ghou t the y ear. 
It shou ld be 
su pplemen ted with a wet or dry mash 
of two parts of corn meal an d on e part 
each of wheat bran , middlin gs, an d 
beef scrap. 
On e feed of mash may he 
fed at an y time du rin g the day an d 
the grain fed for the other two meals. 
Regu late the proportion s of grain an d 
mash so that the hen will con su me 
abou t equ al parts of each. 
Abou t on e 
qu art of grain daily shou ld be fed to 
ev ery 16 Leghorn hen s, or to 13 gen ­ 
eral-pu rpose hen s, su ch as the Ply ­ 
mou th Rocks, with an equ al weight 
of mash. 
This amou n t, howev er, v a­ 
ries, an d shou ld be regu lated by the 
feeder, as the hen s shou ld be eager 
for each meal. 
Leghorn s wifi eat 
abou t fifty -fiv e pou n ds of grain a: 1 
mash in a y ear, an d Ply mou th Rocks, 
or hen s of the gen eral-pu rpose class 
abou t sev en ty -fiv e pou n ds.

The French artillery was used in­ 
tensiv ely against the G erm an lines of 
communication all through the east- I 
e rn part of the Argonne region, as 
well as against the Malancourt and 
Av ocourt woods, to the east.

these woods that the G e rm a n s are 
now entrenched, awaiting an oppor­ 
tunity to continue the flanking mov e­ 
ment. 
The F re nc h guns had contin­ 
ued their bom bardm ent of these re- ] 
gions throughout the night.

General K uro pa tk in ’s aim apparently 
is to squeeze Yon H in den burg out of 
this important salient by thre a ts of 
env elopment, forcing the retirem ent 
of the whole Germ an line from Riga 
to Dv lnsk, on a front of 140 miles. 
South of Dv insk. the G erm ans are 
counter attacking v igorously.

rush of the Russian troops has been 
halted temporarily by the G erm an on­ 
slaughts. 
Both sides are striv ing for 
the possession of the strategic rail­ 
ways of great importance in the ex­ 
pected spring offensiv es. 
Russian artillery is tuning up along 
the whole 800-mile front.

m onths there are indications that in­ 
fantry clashes similar to those now 
occurring in the north a re about to 
begin, as a prelude to the later of­ 
fensiv e.

sm okestacks 
were blown loose from their fasten­ 
ings and o ther 
property 
about 
the 
prem ises was badly damaged. 
The 
loss from the breaking of windows in 
Greencastle business houses is about 
$1.000. 
H ardly a house in town es­ 
caped damage. 
Jim Mike, a Russian workm an, was 
the only person injured to any extent. 
He was in the main building of the 
quary plant and was struck by flying 
timbers, 
one 
leg 
being 
fractured. 
Curtis DeRodes of Greencastle. tim e­ 
keeper, was struck on the forehead 
by a board, and a slight cut was in­ 
flicted.

knocked to the floor in her hom e a 
few hun d red feet from the plant and 
was bruised. 
The cause giv en for the explosion 
is that the d y nam ite was heated too 
much in being prepared for use.
